RUSSIAN 


Peking, August 6—In view of! 
current rumour that the Russian’ 
Legation Chapel—probably _ the 
oldest foreign landmark in Peking 
—is to be devoted to other. pur- 
poses when the Soyict Ambassador 
takes over the Legation premises, 
the following historical sketch of 
the Chapel} ‘which has been sup- 
plied to: Reiter's Agency, ‘is of 
topical interest. vet 


. Some Russifin’ Cossacks having 
been made prisoners in the Russo- 
Chinese skirmishes ‘on the Amur, 
which led to the Norchinsk Treaty 
of 1689, :they were, on account of 
their fighting abilities, included in 
the Yellow Bunnerof, the Manchu 
Emperor's guard at Peking. One 
of the conditions upon whigh these 
“A Tbazines,”” as they are’ known, 
agreed to-enlist provided that their 
spiritual needs should be attended 
to, and a chapel was’ therefore 
given. them’ inthe north-east 
corner: of the city, where the 
‘Russiin” Ecclesiastical , Mission 
now'stands, ; Brae ote 
Later on, after the Bura-Kiakhta

ender: July ‘to A® man told 
_me yesterday that we had only one 
‘fine day during last July. He had 
quite forgotten that it was one of 
the best Julys of recent years, a 
month with many sunny days and 
a spell of great heat. ‘What hedid

' a great thunder-storm, the few 
‘hours of which he spread out to 
make a drenching month, ° 

So it fs with most ofus. Weare 
ready, as the seasons come round, 
to talk very, positively of the 
corresponding seasons in» other 
years, and in the end we-find that 
wo remember ‘very little at ull 
about the weather.

That is a fixed belief which } 
makes’ us * forgetful of many 
blessings. 
good in parts, and even [922 had a 

‘bright early spell. . The first year 
after the war, 1919, had splendid 
patches, For all that, the only 

‘» good summer. that we seem to 
remember within. the century is 
that, of 1911. The Coronation in 
that year took us out and about, 
and we found’ that. the weather 
‘really was sunny and hot. 

For the rest, a few holiday wecks 
‘and some week-énds arg, wil that 
many of us know oof. the yeat's 
“weather: -And perhaps. we should 
blame flats for our lack . of 
weather memory, Unless a mah 
has a: garden he. rarely works or 
lounges im the ‘open with his coat 
off—the best way of testing the

Gardening is rather out of 
fashion, swamped for the moment 
by other recreations, | many. of 
thein carried: on indoors.
